Ju st about now western farm ers are 
cutting one of their crops of alfalfa, 
fad the air is scented with the deli­ 
cious odor of the product. 
Not alone is 
the visitor to the alfalfa growing re­ 
gions pleased w ith his observations. 
T he western farm er al-o w ears a smile 
when he thinks of bis shrew dness in 
devoting some or all of bis land to a l­ 
falfa. 
A lfalfa is a “good tiling.” and 
“ there’s millions in it.” 
The agricul­ 
turist west of the Mississippi is ju st 
beginning to realize alfalfa facts. 
Folks east of the M ississippi are not 
very well acquainted with alfalfa if in­ 
deed they know the plant at all. Those 
who come from across the ocean may 
have heard of it as lucern, or purple 
medick. The people west of the F ath er 
of W aters have not known alfalfa very 
long cither, and it has taken them 
some time to appreciate its fine points. 
Now that they are beginning to realize 
the value of the plant as fodder and as 
a producer of honey they are accord­ 
ing to it a hearty and enthusiastic wel­ 
come. 
Those who are in a position to know 
declare th at a field of alfalfa is almost 
as good as a gold mine. 
The reasons 
for this will be clear even to the urban 
dweller. 
Alfalfa is probably the best 
forage plant that has ever been grown 
in America. Cattle fairly fall over one 
another to eat it, and it is wonderfully 
nutritious. 
To these attractions m ust 
be added the raising of three crops and 
sometimes four a year from each slice 
I of ground devoted to alfalfa culture. 
The average yield from each acre is 
from 2 to 2!1> tons for each cutting. 
Sometimes it goos as high as 6 tons an 
aero. Cut alfalfa commands a m arket 
price ranging from $4 to $0 a ton.

ings. 
Under favorable political conditions 
the lot of the “guajiro” is not a difficult 
one. 
The question of existence is sim ­ 
ple. 
N ature provides fruit that is u n ­ 
excelled anywhere, and In many of the 
Cuban rivers are to be found excellent 
fish that may be caught without much 
difficulty. 
Tho “guajiro” seldom eats 
any other m eat than pork, of which he 
Is very fond. 
Such tilings as Iguanas 
and bullfrogs, together with certain 
varieties of land crabs, afford him a 
pleasing change of diet. 
The sugar 
cane yields him aguardiente, a very 
potent intoxicant. 
To his credit be it 
said lie Is seldom seen intoxicated. 
T h at may bt* due, however, to his a b ­ 
normal capacity for aguardiente. 
The “guajiro” cannot be called by 
any stretch of the im agination energet­ 
ic or ambitious. 
If there Is one thing 
that he hates more than he does his 
former oppressors, the Spanish, it is 
work. 
Since slavery lias been abolish­ 
ed lie loves to sit In the shade and 
w atch his female relatives perform 
the slight am ount of toll necessary to 
ntake a Cuban farm productive. 
It 
m ust be said of him, however, th a t he 
can work and work hard when he is 
really aroused to effort. 
Show him a 
sufficient incentive, and he will per­ 
form miracles. 
It was this spirit th at 
made him such a stiff fighter during 
tim struggle against Spain. 
It is really am using as well as inter­ 
esting to study the Cuban “guajiro.”

Those 
who come from across the ocean may 
have heard of it as lucern, or purple 
medick. The people west of the Father 
of Waters have not known alfalfa very 
long either, and it has taken them 
some time to appreciate its fine points. 
Now that they are beginning to realize 
the value of the plant as fodder and as 
a producer of honey they are accord­ 
ing to it a hearty and enthusiastic wel­ 
come. 
Those who are in a position to know 
declare that a field of alfalfa Is almost 
a s gaul as a gold mine. 
The reasons 
for tills will be clear even to the urban 
dweller. 
Alfalfa is probably the best 
forage plant that bas ever been grown 
In America. 
Cattle fairly fall over one 
another to eat it. and It Is wonderfully 
nutritious. 
To these attractions must 
be added tho raising of three crops and 
sometimes four a year from each slice 
of ground devoted to alfalfa culture. 
Tile average yield from each acre is 
from 2 to 2Vi tons for each cutting. 
Sometimes it goes as high as G tons an 
acre. 
Cut alfalfa commands a market 
price ranging from $4 to $0 a ton. 
A lfalfa possesses the great merit of

STACKING ALFALFA. 
is grown, because it contains only a 
very small proportion of phosphates. 
Indeed experiments have plainly shown 
alfalfa, or lucern, to be a very good 
thing for the soil. 
It derives a great 
deal of Its moisture from the air and in 
some way exerts a disintegrating effect 
on the alkalis of the soil, thereby ren­ 
dering It more fit, lf the farmer so de­ 
sires, to grow corn or other products. 
It w ill be readily understood that al­ 
falfa is a splendid crop to grow on light 
soil that Is not well watered. 
In some 
of the arid districts of the west it lias 
been hailed as a godsend. 
In some 
parts of the west and southwest this 
crop has been grown by means of irri­ 
gation, and the result in quantity and 
yield has been astonishing. 
W ith the 
aid of irrigation the number of crops a 
year and the yield per acre are in­ 
creased. 
Alfalfa bas a number of other good 
points that entitle it to respectful con­ 
sideration front agriculturists and the 
public at large. 
Besides its utilitarian 
beauty it makes an aesthetic appeal to 
the beholder. 
A field of alfalfa in full 
bloom is a delight to the eye. 
When 
the blossom first opens it is a deep pur­ 
ple; hence its name of purple medick. 
This hue changes in the sunlight to 
blue and lighter tints. 
The fragrance 
is deep and penetrating, and swarms of 
bees find within the blossoms Inex­ 
haustible storehouses of boney. 
An 
I alfalfa field is the first to become green 
in the spring aud the last to turn brown 
in the fall. 
It is In connection with its honey 
producing power that another g eel 
; word is to be spoken for this laten - t 
ing legume. 
Recent experiments Lave 
shown that alfalfa boney exceeds iii 
richness, flavor and other good quali- 
I ties that obtained by the bees from 
other .sources. 
One recent account 
says: “ The introduction of alfalfa has 
made Kansas richer by millions of dol­ 
lars. 
Rut the* honeybee with alfalfa, 
and Kansas will be richer by millions 
more." 
Another report has it: “ Ne­ 
braska is likely to be known hereafter 
as the land of alfalfa. 
The forage 
plant has redeemed the range and 
made It blossom with the seductiveness 
of the rose.” 
A word as to alfalfa growing. 
It 
should be planted In drills and hoed to 
keep down the weeds. 
Considerable 
care is needed in the early stages of its 
growth, but when once established, If 
sown on good but light soil, It will pro­ 
duce a greater amount of green forage 
than almost any other plant, and Its 
quality is unsurpassed.

During the war many of tho large 
estate owners fled from their holdings, 
and the plantations went to ruin.

the smaller farms few entirely escaped 
the devastating touch of either Span­ 
iard or Insurgent.

“ guajiro" and his family are not stic­ 
klers for cleanliness. 
Their front yard 
is usually what the Irishman called 
"an otfinse to tho landscape," and tile 
rest of tho house and farm is In keep­ 
ing with tho bouse ami its surround­ 
ings. 
Cmler favorable political conditions 
the lot of the “ guajiro” is not a difficult 
one. 
Tho question of existence Is sim­ 
ple. 
Nature provides fruit that is un­ 
excelled anywhere, and In many of the 
Cuban rivers art* to be found excellent 
fish that may bo caught without much 
difficulty. 
Tho “ guajiro" seldom eats 
any other meat than pork, of which be 
Is very fond. 
Such things as Iguanas 
nnd bullfrogs, together with certain 
varieties of land crabs, afford him a 
pleasing change of diet. 
The sugar 
cane yields him aguardiente, a very 
j potent Intoxicant. 
To his credit be it 
said lie Is seldom seen Intoxicated. 
That may be due, however, to his ab­ 
normal capacity for aguardiente. 
The “ guajiro” cannot be called by 
any stretch of tho Imagination energet­ 
ic or ambitious. 
If there Is one thing 
flint he hates more than lie does bis 
former oppressors, tin* Spanish, it Is 
work. 
Since slavery has been abolish­ 
ed ho loves to sit In the shade and 
watch his female relatives perform 
tho slight amount of toil necessary to ' 
make a Cuban farm productive.

SHAFFER ORDERED A STRIKE. 


American 
Sheet 
Steel 
Company 
Threw Down Gauntlet— Amalga­ 


mated Took It Up. 
Pittsburg, July 1.—The joint con­ 
ference com m ittee of the A m algam at­ 
ed A ssociation of Iron, Steel and T in 
W orkers and 
the 
American 
Sheet 
Steel company, which has been in 
session here, was unable to reach an 
agreem ent on the wage scale for the 
ensuing year. 
The Amalgamated association offi­ 
cials asked that the scale be signed 
for all the union mills, aud the m an­ 
ufacturers presented a counter prop­ 
osition not only refusing to sign for 
all the union mills, but stipulating 
th a t two that were included last year 
be excepted. 
These mills are the obi 
Meadows plant at Scottdale and the 
Saltsburg. Pa., plant. 
The conference then broke up and 
President Shaffer a t once issued a 
strike order. 
The strike will involve all the union 
sheet mills in the country and about 
20.000 skilled workmen. 
President Shaffer had this to say: 
"The American 
Sheet Steel ccm 
pane signed the scale* last year in all 
our union mills except 
the 
Woods 
mill. at Mi Lee-port. 
“During the* year they took advant­ 
age elf the conditions existing at the 
Scottdale and Saltsburg 
plants 
to 
lead the workmen from the organiza­ 
tion, and now they offer to sign the 
scale at the reduced num ber cf union 
mills. 
• The policy of th e Amalgamated as­ 
sociation under 
my 
adm inistration 
has been conservative and for peace, 
but now it is merely 
a 
m atter of 
which side holds out th e longest.’’ 
W hen asked w hat the strike order 
meant, he said: 
‘‘It’s a fight. 
They 
threw down the gauntlet and we took 
it up. 
T hat's w hat it m eans.” 
A shutdown of the union plants of 
th e American Sheet Steel company 
will involve nine of the largest sheet 
plants in the country. 
The company 
operates a total of 24 plants, but the 
largest of these are th e unionized es­ 
tablishm ents. 
T he A m algam ated association con 
trois 65 per cent of the production of 
th e company, and a long shutdown of 
this proportion of its plants would 
mean an inestim able loss, with the 
present crush of orders.

West Virginia. 


Thacker, W. Va., July I.—Detective 
T. L. Feltz, assisted by John Justice, 
deputy United States marshal, and a 
posse of six men, went to the Ken­ 
tucky side of Tug river, captured the 
nine persons who were charged with 
terrorizing the miners on the West 
Virginia side of the river for some 
time previous by shooting at all who 
could not give the proper strikers' 
sign as they passed and 
repassed 
along the railroad. They were brougnt 
to this place and held under a h e a v y 
guard, awaiting the train 
to 
take 
them before a Kentucky judge, who 
remanded them to Judge Jackson, at 
Parkersburg, this state. 
They were surprised in their sleep, 
with their Winchesters under their 
pillows, and surrendered with but lit­ 
tle resistance. 
Their guard was cap­ 
tured asleep on duty. 
It was gener­ 
ally believed that this will break up 
the fighting end of the strikers’ trou­ 
bles and that their difference will 
soon be compromised in a Satisfac­ 
tory way to all concerned.

Importing bouses in Chicago have en­ 
couraged the project all they can by 
arranging as near as possible to have 
their consignments shipped via the new 
line. 
They have contributed liberally 
toward making up export loads for the 
vessels, and while a good many have 
been of an experimental character it is 
understood that they are thoroughly 
satisfied with tile results thus far ob­ 
tained and will ship liberally in the 
flit Ute. 
Delays have been experienced by two 
of tlje boats, but they were practically 
inevitable and apt to occur even In or­ 
dinary lake navigation. 
Two of th-* 
boats have already demonstrated that 
die trip can be made in safety and with 
dispatch and at a small cost to the 
shipper. Officials of tit** company have 
no fear for lack of support on part of 
shippers on this side of tile ocean, but 
up to a short time ago expressed them­ 
selves as somewhat uncertain about 
the foreigners taking hold of a new 
thing.

Th*- stat*- board of health has issued 
a bulletin to this and other towns and 
cities which obtain th* ir water supply 
from the Ohio river. 
East Liverpool, 
Wellsville, Toronto, Steubenville, Min­ 
go Junction, Martin's Ferry, 
Bridge­ 
port, Bellaire, Marietta. Pomeroy, Mid- 
t (Report, 
Gallipolis, 
Ironton, 
Ports­ 
mouth. New Richmond anti Cincinnati 
all use river water. 
The bulletin says: 
“The Ohio river 
offers a specially difficult problem, as 
its pollution is beyond the control of 
the stat*- of Ohio. It would b*- of little 
avail to require th* sewage of Ohio 
cities discharged into this river to be 
purified as long as raw sew a g e from 
other states enters it. 
The up-river 
towns are most unfortunately located 
as r* ga rd s sewage pollution of their 
water supply, being below the cities of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny, with a com­ 
bined population of 451,512. It is more 
than doubtful whether the Ohio river, 
unless purified, affords anywhere 
in 
Ohio waif r suitable or safe for domes­ 
tic purposes. Not only does it contain 
at all times a large amount of sewage, 
but the rains wash into it so much 
mud as to render it at times unfit for 
bathing. The people, fortunately, are 
insisting more and more upon being 
supplied With pure clear water, and 
municipal authorities must soon be 
prepared to meet 
this demand. 
It is 
possible by a system of filtration 
to 
purify rivers even more grossly pollu­ 
ted than the Ohio. ’

most interesting extracts 
from 
the 
volume entitled “Commercial 
Rela­ 
tions of the United States for 1900” 
was made public by Mr. Frederick 
Emory, chief of the bureau of foreign 
commerce, state department, dealing 
with United States trade in Switzer­ 
land. 
Consul Gifford, 
stationed 
at 
Basel, says that Switzerland's 
trade 
figures are especially noteworthy, as 
showing that this diminutive republic, 
about half as large as the state 
of 
I Maine, and which would be swallowed 
up in our big Texas, is commercially 
j the most highly developed part of the 
world. 
Not 
even 
industrious 
Hol­ 
land, or Belgium, says the consul, can 
display the astonishing figure of $130 
of ioreign commerce for every unit 
of its population of barely three mil- 
I lions, reported by Switzerland. These 
remarkable results have been attaio- 
i ed by a country without 
seaports, 
without coal or iron, in fact, without 
any considerable quantity of raw ma­ 
terial for the manufactures it has to 
sell. 
According 
to 
Consul Morgan, at 
Aarau, Switzerland is almost wholly 
dependent upon the outside world for 
her well being, 30 per cent of her en­ 
tire importations, consisting of food­ 
stuffs, and over 40 per cent being raw 
material, which is re-exported in the 
shape of manufactured goods. Of the 
nations trading with Switzerland, Mr. 
Morgan says that Germany is far in 
the lead, the United States standing 
fifth in rank. 
Our trade with Switz* J 
erland has not been growing of late. 
a decline being noted in our export of 
food 
products. 
Our 
manufactured 
goods, however, have shown an in 
crease, our bicycles and dried fruits 
particularly 
outstripping other 
for­ 
eign articles in the little 
republic, j 
Our sales in Switzerland, according to 
Consul Gifford, are much more im­ 
portant than are commonly supposed, 
amounting in some years to $14,000,- 
000. 
The consul notes that since the 
termination of the commercial treaty 
between the United States and Switz­ 
erland, in last November, American 
goods have been subjected to the gen­ 
eral tariff of Switzerland. 
He says, 
however, that the new tariff does not 
seriously affect our trade as a whole, 
although the rate on shoes, bicycles. 
cast iron 
manufactures, 
flour 
and 
dried fruits has advanced, and in some 
cases doubled. 
Although the Germans 
have 
the 
lion's share of the trade. Vice Consul 
Fran ken thai, at Berne, says there is 
no reason why a portion of their tratdo 
could not be taken from them, provid­ 
ed some goods and prices are right.
